Thomas Jones Bigstaff, of Mt. 
Sterling, is a breeder of line stock 
and is a farmer because he loves 
the life of the farm. He is a law- 
yer of ability and practices in the 
Montgomery and other Circuit 
Courts, but his heart is in his farm- 
work and it is there he really en- 
joys life. He was born on a farm 
and began farming when a boy. 
Even then he took an interest in 
line cattle and his father, who had 
some hundreds of the best blooded 
shorthorns, let him superintend the 
breeding. For some years after 
lie was growrj, Mr. Bigstaff quit 
actual farming, devoting himself 
to law, but the lure of the farm 

t was too great and he went back to 
it until now it takes most of Ins 
time and he has grown wealthy by 
the modern methods he has used. 

Mr. Bigstaff was born near Mt. 
Sterling. His father was a suc- 
cessful farmer and a more success- 
' ful stock raiser. In those days the 
fair was the big event of the year 
and more attention was paid to 
cattle than at present. Youmr 
Bigstatt took his father's herd of 
shorthorns to the various fairs in 
Kentucky and won many blue rib- 
bons. He loved cows and calves, 
cspeciallv the latter, and took great 
prid« in their appearance. Later 
in life Mr. Bigstaff went to college 
at Georgetowa, where he was 
graduated in 1884. He then took 
a course in business in a commer- 
cial school with the idea of becom- 
ing a banker. But he found the 
life too confining and his health 
would not permit him working too 
closely in an office. He needed the 
outdoor air and free life of a farm. 
He then took up law and made a 
success of it, but in the last few 
years he has devoted most of his 
time to his farm. He is a busy 
man, between attending to his 
farm interests and his law business, 
both of which are extensive. 

Mr. Bigstaff makes a specialty 
of raisimr line stock of all kinds. 
He has a line breed of hackney 
horses, tine pigs, line sheep, and 
nothing on his farm is of the scrub 
variety. He himself is a thor- 
oughbred.— Frankfort Correspon- 
dent in Courier-Journal. 



And Danville Man Is Arrested and 
Adjudged a Lunatic. 

James Stout, a wealthy young 
man, of Danville. K.v.. who had 

■worn vengeance on tin: women of 
Danville, was arrested, tried and 
adjudged a lunatic. 

Although a revolver was found 
in his room, he was not aimed at 
the time the arrest was made. He 
and his brother tor years have 
liven together, one occupying the 
lirst and the other the second 
floor. Neither is married. 

His rooms were bedded in straw 
like stalls in livery stables, and he 
had a large supply of cigar stubs 
and cigarette "snipes" which he 
had picked up on the streets. 

Although Stout had been under 

rveillance of the officers for sev- 
eral weeks, the immediate cause 
of his arrest was a letter directed 
to the Chief of Police of Columbus, 
Ohio. 

The officers at Danville were 
notilied by the police of Columbus. 
In the letter Stout asked that 100 
policemen and 500 mounted officers 
all bearing double-barreled shot- 
gur.s be dispatched to Danville. 
He desired to take command of 
the forces and shoot down every 
woman in Danville until the streets 
should flow with their blood. 

When the officers entered his 
room they remarked to him that 
his soldiers hail arrived, and that 



they were ready to begin their 
war on the women of Danville, 
and asked him if he was ready. 
He responded in the affirmative, 
and gladly accompanied the officers 
to await the men from Columbus. 

Stout is a graduate of Centre 
College. Only recently he re- 
turned to Danville from San Fran- 
cisco, where he had been since his 
escapade several months ago, 
when he fired into several trains 
on the Q & 0. Route.

Senator Aldrich said that if per- 
mitted to do so he would under- 
take to run the government of the 
United States for $100,000,000 a 
.vear less than it now costs, lie 

w as not presenting a formal prop- 
oeition, but waa making a speech 

to the Senate on his bill providing 

for the cteation of a commission 

to reform the business methods of 
the government. 

He pleaded earnestly for the 
commission, saying that the pres- 
ent methods were obsolete and in- 
volved the annual loss of at least 
$100,000,000 a year. At his in- 
stance the bill was so amended as 
to provide that the commission 
should be composed entirely of 
members of Congress, five Sena- 
tors and five members of the 
House. 

ANSWERS SENATOR DOLMVKH. 

Mr. Aldrich spoke in response 
to Senator Dolliver who opposed 
the bill on the ground that it 
would create suspicion in the 
minds of the public as to the 
the methods of conducting the 
government's business. 

Mr. Dolliver said he feared the 
commission would accomplish no 
good but much evil. He regard- 
ed the bill as a proposition to 
enter upon "a blanket disparage- 
ment of the government." 

In his speech Mr. Aldrich said 
he did not desire to serve on the 
proposed commission.

He spoke at length of the du- 
plication of the work of the vari- 
ous departments. He did not 
doubt that 10 per cent of the pres- 
ent expenditures could be saved 
by a commission. Mr. Money re- 
garded as most serious Mr. Aid- 
rich's admission that §100,000,000 
a year was being wasted by mal- 
administration. He agreed there 
should be commissions, but did 
not believe it should be composed 
<>f members of Congress, for he 
had little faith in mixed commis- 
sions. The bill was not acted 
upon.

WOMAN SLEERAliE 

for School lrustees and Other 
School Officers. 



The following act has attracted 
considerable attention and is now 
before the entucky Legislature. 

An Act qualifying and enabling 
women to vote for tin; election of 
School Trustees and other School 
( HBcen chosen by the people, ex- 
cept such officers as women may 
be disqualified from voting for by 
the Constitution, and upon school 
measures or questions submitted 
to a vote of the people, and to hold 
common school offices, except such 

offices as women are disqualified 
from holding bv the Constitution. 

Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

Section 1. That all women 
possessing the legal qualifications 
required of male voters in any 
common school election, and who 
in addition are able to read and 
write, shall be qualified and en- 
titled to vote at all elections of 
school trustees and other school 
officers required to be elected by 
the people, and upon all school 
measures or questions submitted to 
a vote of the people; and 
possessing the legal qualificat 
required as to males shall be el 
hie to hold any school office or tution 
office pertaining to the manage- 
ment of schools; Provided, how- 
ever, that this Act shall not apply 

election the qualifications 
of the voter at which are other- 
ise prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion, nor to any office as to which 
the Constitution otherwise pre- 
scribes the qualifications of the 
persons eligible thereto. 

2. In all places where a 
registration of the qualified voters 
is now or may hereafter be re- 
plired women who are, by this 
Act, qualified to vote shall be reg- 
istered at the same time and place 
and by the same officers and in 
the same manner as male voters; 

their registration, however, being 

ade in a separate book to be fur- 
shed by the County Clerk as is 
prescribed by law in the case of 
male voters.

The bill provides that no 
such training school or farm occu- 
pying over 75 acres of land shall 
be established in any precinct in 
the State without first wearing 
the consent of the citi/.sns at a 
special election, which in view of 
the existing race prejudice would 
be fatal to Lincoln Institute or 
any other colored industrial farm 
on a biir scale. 

We believe that such an indus- 
trial Khool as Lincoln Institute 
would be regarded as an impor- 
tant asset to Shelby county rather 

than a drawback and it is to be 
hoped that a passing wave of 
prejudice will not be permitted to 
tnpple this splendid institute in 
embryo.

Meaning of Census Terms "Dwell- 
ing House" and a "family." 

The official definitions of the 
terms "dwelling house" ami "fam- 
ily" to be carried b.v the enumera- 
tors in the Thirteenth United States 
Census, beginning April 15 next, 
are explained: 

A "dwelling" is defined as a place 
in which, at the time of the census, 
one or more persons regular!; 
sleep. It need not be a house in 
in the common meaning of the 
word, but may be, for example, a 
room in a factory, store, or office 
building, a loft over a stable, a 
canal boat, a tent, or a wigwam. 
The term also includes a hotel, 
boarding or lodging hoiise, a ten- 
ement or apartment house, an in- 
stitution or school building, if per- 
sons regularly sleep there, as well 
as the ordinary dwelling house. 

A "family," as a census term, 
may mean a group of individuals 
who occupy jointly a dwelling 
place or part of a dwelling place, 
or an individual living alone in any 
place of abode. All the occupants 
and employees of a hotel, if they 
regularly sleep there, make up a 
single family, because thev occupy 
one dwelling place, and persons 
living alor.e in cabins, huts, or 
tents; pe:sons occupying a room 
or rooms in public buildings, stores, 
warehouses, factories, or stables; 
any person sleeping on river boats, 
canal boats, barges, etc., if they 
have no other usual place of abode, 
are regarded as families. 

The enumerators are required to 
enter the name of every person 
whose usual place of abode on 
April 15, 1910, was with the fam- 
ily or in the dwelling place for 
which the enumeration is made. 
The head of the family is to be 
entered first; then the wife; next 

the children in the order of their 
ages; and lastly, all other persons 
living with the family, whether 
relatives, boarders, lodgers, Orser-| 
vants. The head of the family, 

whether husband or father, widow 
or unmarried person of either sex, 
is to be designated by the word 
"head," and the other members of 
a family as wife, father, mother, 
eon, daughter, grandson, daughter- 
in-law, uncle, aunt, niece. boarder, 
lodger, servant, etc., according t<> 
the particular relationship which 
the person bears to thelhead of the 
family.
